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Continuation of 13. Other: The reference to Woodrum shows the production of the web, as claimed herein. While the reference teaches 
the use of a SAP instead of the pre-SAP and neutralizing agent, as herein recited, the ultimate product is identical. The neutralizing agent 
of the instant claims produces the SAP, as disclosed. As such, the difference is the point in time of the addition. Since the claims are not 
drawn to a process, and the subject matter is fully disclosed by the reference, the rejection thereover is being maintained. It would be a 
variant that a skilled artisan would be well-apprised. Further, the reference to Akers is relied upon for the reasons set out in the Final 
rejection. The teaching thereof is suggestion enough to motivate one of ordinary skill to modify the constituents of the Woodrum reference. 
Applicants have failed to show any clear reasoning as to why not. Nothing unexpected has been shown on the record. 
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
